Subject : Special Trade arrangement for additional 
Imports and Exports between India and 
Yugoslavia under Special Banking Arran¬ 
gement. 

F.No. IPC/23(14)/84-85.—The Government of 
India and the Government of Yugoslavia signed a 
Protocol on 29th July, 1985 intcr-alia for supplemen¬ 
ting the normal trade that may bp taking place bet¬ 
ween the two countries by additional imports and 
exports, both of an equal value. The items and value 
of imports/exports identified for the additional two 
way trade are listed in Annexures 'A’ and B’ to this 
Public Notice. The State Trading Corporation of 
India (STC) has been designated as the nodal agency 
on the Indian side and the Yogoslav Chamber of 
Economy (Section for India) on the Yugoslav side 
will be the co-ordinating authority. Jugobanka 
Udruzena Bank and State Bank of India (SBI) have 
signed Banking Arrangement on 28th August, 1984 
to regulate procedure of payments for commercial 
contracts concluded under the above special trading 
arrangement called the special trade deals. 

Import Licences 

Import Licences for import of goods from Yugo¬ 
slavia as listed in Annexure ‘A’ will be issued on CIF 
basis indicating separately FOB cost of goods and 
the amount of insurance and freight charges and will 
bear a superscription Protocol between India and 
Yugoslavia, dated 29ih July, 1985. 

Contracting 

The Indian and Yugoslav importers and expor¬ 
ters can conclude contracts in respect of items con- 
tained in Annoxres ‘A’ and ‘B’. All contracts under

the arrangement should be designated only in US 
dollars. Contracts should contain a clause to the 
effect that payments under the contract representing 
FOB cost of goods shall be made on the basis of 
letters of credit opened through a designated branch 
of SBI by operating through the Special Account of 
Jugobanka opened with SBI, London under the Spe¬ 
cial Banking Arrangement for the purpose and pay¬ 
ments representing insurance and freight charges, 
if applicable, will be settled through normal banking 
channels. Besides, each commercial contract under 
special trade deal should, in addition to other terms 
and conditions of contract, stipulate the following 
details * 

(a) Indo-Yugoslav partners in the special trade 
deal. 

(b) Description of goods to be exchanged. 

(c) Value of goods to be supplied expressed in 
US dollars. 

(d) Full name and address of State Bank of 
India/Jugobanka branches which shall open 
the letter of credit (opening bank). 

The Indian importers and exporters who conclu¬ 
ded commercial contracts under special trade deal 
should submit copies of contracts to the Chief Mar¬ 
keting Manager (Linked Trade Division), State 
Trading Corporation of India, Chandralok Building, 
Janpath, New Delhi for registration and intimation 
thereof indicating designated branch of SBI in India 
through whom the letter of credit will be opened/ 
operated. Only firm commercial contracts entered 
into with respective parties should be sent to the nodal 
agencies with copies to SBI, Overseas Branch, New 
Delhi and Jugobanka for them to keep proper statis¬ 
tics and monitor the bank account. The STC will 
approve contracts relating to various commodities 
of imports and exports upto the ceiling value for 
each item mentioned in Annexures ‘A’ and ‘B’ on 
‘First come first served basis’. The Indian importers/ 
exporters concluding contracts are, therefore, re¬ 
quired to seek the approval of STC within a month 
trom the date of conclusion of contract. The deci¬ 
sion of the STC to approve the contract will be final 
The ceiling amount for each item in the list of imports 
and exports maybe revised, if necessary, by the Indian 
and Yugoslav authorities by mutual discussions. If 
the contract is approved, the STC will inform the 
same to the IncMan importer/exporter concerned as 
well as the concerned branch of State Bank of India 
and Jugobanka alongwith permission to open letter 
of credit under the Banking Arrangement dated 28th 
August, 1984. All contracts under the special trade 
deals will be subject to the Rules and Rugulations 
of the respective countries. 


Payment Procedure 

All payments viz. FOB cost of goods, freight, 
insurance and other miscelaneous expenses if any 
under the special trade deals shall be effected through 
irrevocable documentary letters of credit and will be 
opened and negotiated through the designated bran¬ 
ches of State Bank of India and Jugobanka Udrezona 
Banka as under:— 

(1) State Bank of India, Overseas Branch, M. 
Sansad Marg, New Delhi-110001. 

(2) State Bank of India. Overseas Branch, BL 
No. 16044 Cuffe Parade, Colaba, Bombay- 
400005. 

(3) State Bank of India, Overseas Branch, 33-A, 
Jawaharlal Nehru Road, Chatterjee Inter¬ 
national Centre, Post Box No. 14, Calcutta- 
700001. 

(4) State Bank of India, Overseas Branch, 39, 
Rajaji Road, Madras-600001. 

(5) Jugobanka-Udrezena Banka, UL7, JJL No. 
19-21, P.O Box No. 400, Belgrade llOOI, 
Yugoslavia. 

It will not be necessary to open separate letter ot 
credit for FOB cost and a separate letter of credit 
for freight insurance and other applicable charges. 
The importers in the two countries will open a com¬ 
posite letter of credit covering FOB cost, freight, 
insurance and other applicable charges. The com¬ 
posite letters of credit so opened by Indian/Yugoslav 
importers, in addition to the other essential terms 
and conditions of the credit shall contain the follow¬ 
ing clauses 

(a) Payment for FOB cost of imports/exports 
shall be settled through the Special Account 
of Jugobanka with State Bank of India, 
London according to the provisions of Bank¬ 
ing Arrangements signed between Jugobanka- 
Udrezena Banka Belgrade and State Bank 
of India, Bombay on 28th August, 1984 
and freight, insurance and other miscella¬ 
neous charges, if applicable, will be settled 
through normal banking channels. 

(d) The obligation for payment of goods shall 
be considered within 5(fivo) working days 
from the date of presenting the complete 
set of documents to the negotiating bank. 

(c) All documents will be denominated in US 
dollars, 

(d) A copy of approved commercial contract 
shall bo tendered alongwith the shipping 
documents. 

All payment representing FOB cost of goods under 
letters of credit for import and exports of goods will 
be made by credit/debit to the special account of 
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Jugobanka-Udrezena Banks maintained in US dollars 
with SBI, London and those representing freight, 
insurance etc. will be made through normal banking 
channel. 

All Banking charges and commission under 
letters of credit shall be recovered by the two banks 
from the respective parties in the usual manner and 
they are not subject to this arrangement. Uniform 
customs and practice for documentary credits ICC 
Publications 290 or 400 will be applicable to all letters 
of credit under the arrangement. 

The above banking arrangement shall initially 
remain in force for a period of one year from 29th 
August, 1985 to 28th August, 1986. Letters of cre¬ 
dits can, therefore, be opened upto 28th August, 
1986. The exchange of goods as per Annexures ‘A* 
and ‘B’ envisaged under the special trade deals can 
be effected by 30th September, 1986 at the latest.
